This letter responds to your Freedom of Information/Privacy Act (FOI/PA) request dated 
December 07,2015, addressed to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). The Drug 
Enforcement Administration (DEA), Freedom of Information/Privacy Act Unit (SARF), has 
completed its review of the eighty three (83) referred pages pursuant to your Freedom of 
Information/Privacy Act request to the FBI. Be advised that SARF has completed the processing of 
your request. 

Please be advised that out of these eighty three (83) pages sixty eight (68) pages were sent as 
referral material. After a thorough reviewed of these sixty eight (68) referred pages SARF noticed 
that these pages were already processed under DEA FOIA Case Number: 15-00465-P. These 
pages were located under investigative case file number G8-06-0002 from the Miami Division 
Office (MDO), West Palm Beach Resident Office (WPBRO). Additionally, the other fifteen (15) 
pages that were sent as a consultation, were reviewed and returned to the FBI for whatever action 
their agency deem appropriate.
